Thirty thousand volts 
were employed and the women in the audi- 
ence began to feel uncomfortable when the} 
demonstrator cleared the first three rows 
of seats and moved his apparatus nearer 
the center of the hall. Beautiful leaping 
sparks were thrown from thé@ positive and 
negative current poles and the brilllancy 
of the electric light employed was made to 
decrease and diminish by ‘Tesla rubbing 
his hand along an innocent looking table 
in a mysterious fashion. 

Steel hoops and Geissler tubes were mide 
fluorescent, and a thrilling effect was pro- 
duced by radiating colored lights by waving 
vacuum tubes charged with the _ electric 
current. At times the experiments failed to 
work, owing to a hasty preparation of the 
apparatus. The audience was left in the 
dark for minutes at a time, while the break- 
down in the tremendous current was re- 
paired. Different colored tubes were then 
used with platinum electrodes at each end, 
which’ the performer waved around his 
head, producing circles of fire. 

The later experiments partook of the na- 
ture of the results obtained by induction 
currents. A glass moon was lighted from a 
huge wire coil, the current passing through 
the air as in wireless telegraphy. Tinfoil 
was heated from the center of the coil, but 
Tesla failed ta make it melt as he tried to 
do. When the coil was short-circuited the 
foil heated so quickly that the demonstra- 
tor dropped it with smothered exclama- 
tions. By far the most spectacular perform- 
ance was the last. 

A hu flat coil 10 feet high was con- 
structed in the front of the room and the 
current turned on in full force. Sparks 
leaped six feet in alJ directions from the 
end of the wire and the heat was so intense 
that the insulation began to burn. The 
gudience felt uncomfortable and Tesla 
smothered the flames, remarking that “It’s 
just nothing.” 


Deaf Were Made

BACALOD, Island of Negros, Philippine 
Islands, March 24.—The three days’ stay of 


the United States Filipino Comnussion par- 
ty at this rather remotely situated capital 
of a great island has been particularly nota- 
bie for the various entertainments provided.

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English Use Microbes to 
Purify Cities’ Filth, 


MAY BE TRIED IN AMERICA 


BRITISH PLAN IS THOROUGHLY 
APPROVED BY SCIENTISTS. 


Connecticut Experts Who Have Ex- 
amired the Process Recommend 


Ss That It Be Adopted Here. 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 1.—The atate 
of Connecticut recently sent a commission 
to Engiand to investigate processes of sew- 
age disposal. The commission selected En- 
giand because in that country great ad- 
Vances have been made in this line. There 
are numbers of sewage farms, and all sorts 
of experiments in other directions have 
been made, so that the Connecticut sewage 
commission was able to learn a great deal 
@n its trip. 

In no other part of the world is there so 
gtrong a movement to check and lessen the 


pollution of streams by sewage and fac- 
tory waste as in England. ° 

The method of chemical precipitation has 

een more thoroughly tried in England 
than anywhere else. It has been proved 
beyond all doubt by experience, the com- 
Mission says, that this process, expensive 
in itself, yields an effluent which quickly 
putrifies in the streams into which it Its 
poured, and is not therefore effective ex- 
cept in improving the appearance of the 
sewage. 

Sewage farms have also been extensively 
trieqd-in England, in some places with great 
Success, but in others the results have been 
failures. The experiments have 

roved, the commission thinks. that with 

arge areas of light, sandy land and with 
cheap peasant labor, this method may be 
int though not even under such con- 
‘ditions is it as efficient in cleansing sew- 
age as sand filters. But only under excep- 
tional conditions can large cities undertake 
sewage farming. 


English Plan Meets 
Favor of Scientists. 

English sanitary engineers have all turned 
to the method of treating sewage by bac- 
terial methods. These consist in employ- 
ing huge armies of bacteria to attack and 


devour sewage. The bacteria ra idly de- 
etroy those things in sewage which can 
putrefy. When the processes are efficient 
the liquid passes off, less in volume than 
before, but néarly clear, free from odor 
or possibility of subsequent decay and in 
most cases will clearse rather than pollute 
the stream into which it discharges. It 
cannot, however, be safely discharged into 
the streams above the point from which 
drinkin water is taken. The bacteria 
adapted for this purpose are of several dis- 
tinct kinds and (\ 

propagated, one sort in closed tanks with- 
out access of air, the other in the inter- 
&paces of filter beds which have a regular 
supply of air. 

In the city of Manchester, England, the 
eommission found a sewer system draining 
a district containing 515,000 people. The 
daily dry weather flow of sewage is about 
22,000,000 gallons. It is treated by chemical 
precipitation. There are 11 tanks, each of 
sem bao by 100 eset. with an average depth 
of 6 feet, in wh t ewa yrevious] 
Screened is placed\ There arg BiNacres of 
under-drained land for /use 4n filteMng the 
éffiuent from these tanks. 
+The sewage of London amounts to 200,- 
090,000 gallons a day. Below the city, on 
the Thames, are large works for the treat- 
ment of the sewage by chemical precipita- 
The sludge from these works is car- 
ried out by steamers and dumped into the 
North Sea, and the effluent is discharged 
into the Thames. The unsatisfactory con- 
dition of this effluent, as well as the cost 
of precipitation and of carrying the re- 
@ulting sludge to sea, has led the authori- 
ties to experiment on the further purifica- 
tion of the precipitation effluent and also 
on the treatment of crude sewage itself 
by bacterial filters. 


Giver Great Pramise of 
Successful Application. 


As a result of all its investigations the 
commission reports that the cleansing of 
sewage bacterial action is the only 
method Which seems at present to give 
romise of wey successful application. 

Oo the study and practical operation of 
this method the work of all. sanitary en- 
ineers is at present directed. No other 

own method actually destroys the pu- 
trescible matter in sewage, making the 
effluent clear, not poisonous to fish, and 
fucapable of putrefaction. No other known 
method can, therefore, satisfy reasonable 
requirements in those cases where the ef- 
fluent must be discharged into streams or 
shallow harbors. 

“No city, borough or town which has 
not now a sewerage system should be al- 
lowed hereafter to build one which will dis- 
charwe sewage or polluted water into any 
stream,’ says the commission, ‘‘whether 
such stream at the time ts used by others 
for sewage disposal or not, nor should pri- 
vate corporations or individuals be allowed 
to discharge house sewage into any streams 
or rivers.’ ;

A FRAULEIN A _ NONENTITY 


THE HUGE AND WONDERFULLY 
MADE GERMAN STOVE. 


Impression of a Fire Given by the 
Rush Through the Streets of Mem- 
bers of the Royal 
Family. 


The following letter about Germany is a 
description of customs, social, domestic and 
official, in Holland, Switzerland and France 
as the national life appeared to an Ameri- 
can girl traveling in those countries: 

LEIPSIC, March 20. 

They have a curious way over here of 
heating their cars. In France, to find any 
artificial warmth on no matter how cold 
and long a: journey, you must, as a rule, g0 
first class. Apparently, either the general 
public does not do much winter traveling 
in that portion of the world or else excep- 
tions must be made to the rule that only 
Americans and fools travel first class. Up 
to our departure from Paris for Berlin our 


manner of journeying had never labeled us 
as coming under either of those heads. In- 
deed, during the summer season we not in- 
frequently tried third class without feeling 
at all the worse for wear. At those times 
we fortified our economical resoiutions by 
quoting a certain Harvard prefessor on the 
same subject. When some of his friends 
asked why he, with his dignity and posi- 
tion, so orien went third ciass, he responded 
promptly: “Because there wasn't any 
fourth.” 

Still, neither his example nor the dread of 
being confounded among the “Americans 
and fools’’ was sufficient to make us en- 
thusiastic for 16 hours’ winter railroading 
in cars whose only protection against the 
freezing weather was the tron, wood and 
leather of their construction, with whatey- 
er superfiuous heat emanated from the hu- 
man beings crowded within. After care- 
ful sifting of cunflicting statements, how- 
ever, the balance of opinion seemed to be 
that if we could get a through second- 
class coach we should find it comfortable. 
In other words, every one was mostly 
agreed that second-class travel in Germany 
was about as good as first-class in France. 
lt certainly is. One can go even further, 
and say it is about as good also as first- 
class in Germany itself. 

The only difference in the two divisions 
seemed to be that, whereas the first-class 
compartments are upholstered in velvet, 
nothing more aristocratic than velveteen 
is empioyed in the second-class. The fash- 
ion of heating is the same in both. As tur 
as Cologne it was a fashion I had person- 
ally never before come in contact. with. 
It made me feel as if we were transported 
to the days when our respectable forefath- 
ers carried their own littie frootstoves to 
the icy meeting house. 

Neitner had I the slightest faith in her 
sustained heating powers of those long, flat- 
tened, cyiindricai, tubelike boxes that were 
pushed into grooves at our feet. The hot 
water within them might not be congealed 
to an ice crop at the end of the four nours 
when freshly filled ones were promised, but 
as for generating any real warmth for all 
that time I had no more belief in them than 
in a hot water bottie under like circum- 
stances. But | didn't know Germany. The 
law is that in certain months of the year 
the railroad carriages shail be heated. 
Therefore, accurate testing has proved that 
for four hours the heating capacity of those 
elongated hot water bottles in practically 
undiminished. Of course, any such slight 
matter as regulating the amount of heat is 
manifestly impossibie. Heat, says the law 
and heated we were till an ice pack woul 
have been grateful. It was our first, but 
not our last, experience of the inflexibility 
of the German's vaunted ‘‘Law and Order.’’ 


Germany’s 
Alleged Stove. 

At Cologne, where we stopped over night 
to break the journey, I first encountered the 
porcelain stove. The tiny, inefficient grates 
in Paris had received not only our scathing 
denunciation, but had. been visited with 
contumely also by all the Germans Wwe had 


met. The German monumental affair that 
looks like nothing so much as a misplaced 
mortuary memorial, is undoubtedly some- 
what less inadequate as a destroyer of culd. 
Nevertheless, it has its limitations. Like 
most large bodies, it takes some time to get 
it really going. The night we stayed in 
Cologne was bitterly cold. Our rooms at 
the antiquated hotel, although ornamented 
with huge stoves, built all of yellow and 
white tiles and reaching almost up to the 


‘watchword of Emperor 
and, so far as I can see, there isn't a stray

Comparativel few boats have ever 
crossed the Atlantic from the lakes. The 
Northwestern will be the first, it is said, 
that is capable of bearing a paying cargo. 
Norwegian fishboats frequently enter the 
Chicago narbor from their northern homes. 
A few coast vessels slip away from their 
Atlantic trade, énter the locks and. come 
to Chicago, while occasionally some com- 
pany starts a vessel eastward to open 
communication with South American ports. 
Serviceable boats for the coast trade, how- 
ever, are so scarce that these seldom re- 
turn. They are sold to southern opera- 
tors or sent around.the Horn to San Fran- 
cisco, where. .the demand for seaworthy 
vessels has’ exceeded the supply since the 
government obtained its eastern posses- 
sions. 

To.Capt. Atkinson of the Northwestern 
will belong the distinction of having taken 
the first heavy cargo from Chicago through 
the lakes down the St. Lawrence and across 
the Atlantic to Liverpool. However, two 
sea captains now live in Chicago who have 
made or attempted the journey from other 
ports on the lakes. Capt. John Prindi- 
ville, master of the first vessel ever built In 
Chicago in 1837, while in command of the 
brigantine Minnesota, started from an east- 
ern lake port on Oct. 15, 1850. The vessel 

rulurnded in the Lachine Canal, and before 
t could be got free winter had set in. The 
ship went no further than Montreal. 

In 1876 Capt. Francis B. Higgie sailed 
for urope from Manistee, Mich., on the 
City of Manitowoc.

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MAKING OF 
ARMY OFFICERS 


Examinations Will Not Take 
Place Before August 1. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR ALTERNATES 


THIRTY TO FIFTY PER CENT OF 
APPOINTEES WILL FAIL. 


Porto Rican Battalion Will Be Re- 
tained and Philippine Regiments 
May Be Enlisted. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—At the war de- 
partment it is said that efforts are being 
made to have the reorganized standing 
army fully officered and equipped and en- 
listed to the strength of 75,000 by Aug. 1. 
More apprehension is felt over getting 
the full quota of competent line officers 
by the date mentioned thaf over the re- 
cruiting of the 15 new regiments. Except 
for this it is probable that Secretary Root 
and Adjutant-General Corbin would have 
accompanied the President on his western 
trip. It is true that nearly all of the 800 


or more line officers of the grades of first 
and second lieutenants created by the new 
law have been designated by the President, 
but every one of these appointees must 
undergo rigid mental and physical exam- 
ination before commissions in the regular 
army are issued to them. 

On the law of averages it is estimated 
by experienced army officers that fully 
one-third, and perhaps half, of those origi- 
nally designated by the President for ap- 
pointment will fail either on mental or phy- 
sical examination. , 

In order ‘o meet this exigency lists of al- 
ternates oy states are being prepared by 
the secretary of war and the adjutant- 
general, to whom the President has turned 
this task over. The alternates are being 
selected from the long list of applications 
now on file tn the war department, with 
reference, of course, to the wishes of sena- 
tors and other influential men in the several 
states. 

In order to expedite the work of disposing 
of the hundreds of applications already se- 
lected by the President, Secretary Root 
and Gen. Corbin will appoint a dozen or 
more boards of examiners to sit in various 
arts of the country, where the conven- 
ence of the appointees will be best served. 
Whenever an appointee fails to pass the 
examination the name of the first alter- 
nate from his state will be certified to the 
board for examination and this process 
will be continued until the full quota of 
subalterns created by the new law is com- 
plete. It is not thought that the examina- 
tions will be in full swing for six weeks 
or two months, and on this expectation is 
based the reckoning that not before Aug. 
1 will all the new officers be selected. This 
will not interfere with the organization of 
the new regiments or with the sending of 
fresh troops to the Philippines to take the 
Place of the returning volunteers. This 
work will keep. pace with recruiting, as by 
detailing line officers from the old to the 
new regiments for temporary duty the 
eee quota of officers in the field can 
ept up. 

Announcement is also made at the war 
department of the final decision reached a 
few days ago to retain in the service the 
two battalions of native Porto Ricans that 
are officered by Americans. Authority to 
do this is granted by the army law, al- 
though it was not thought until recently 
that advantage would be taken of this pro- 
vision. It is understood that with few ex- 
ceptions the officers now commanding the 
Porto Rican battalions will be recommis= 
sioned. The formation of native Filipino 
regiments, provided by the new law, and to 
be officered by Americans with commissions 
running four years, is also being consid- 
ered by the war department, but it is 
likely that this. matter will be held in abey- 
ance for a year or more or until the Fili- 
pinos become complete! reconciled to 
American authority. This decision will 
cause disappointment to scores of the offi- 
cers of the volunteer regiments who re- 
mained behind in the Philippines when their 
regiments were brought home in the hope 
that they would immediately obtain com- 
missions in the provisional organizations. 
Still, if the force of 40,000 regulars. which 
it is intended to be kept in the Philippines 
proves inadequate to cope with the situation 
there the provisional regiments may ‘be 
organized at an earlier date than now 
seems probable.

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THE DUEL POSTPON 


FRENCH AND AUSTRIAN AT- 
TACHES IN A QUARREL. 


THEY THIRSTED FOR RED GORE 


One of the Seconds Told Them Chicago 
Laws Prohibited and the Duel 
Was Declared Off. 


CHICAGO, April 30.—A duel was to have 
been fought next Saturday, the place to 
be decided upon by the seconds and to re- 
main unknown to even the principals until 
the hour of combat. The principals were 
Maurice Heilmann, French vice-consul of 
this city, and Dr. Hals Schwegel, Austrian 
consular attache and ex-lieutenant in the 
Austrian Hussars. The trouble grew out of 
an early morning canter in Lincoin Park, 


Heiiman’s horse did not act properly, and 
he resented Dr. Schwegel's interference. 
When Schwegel returned to his quarters he 
decided to challenge Heilmann to fight, and 
requested Architect Hertz and Lieut. 
Faulbbinger of the Austrian army, to act 
as his second. The challenge was written 
and dispatched by the lieutenant. Heilmann 
accepted, and chose as his seconds Prof. 
Ange of the University of Chicago French 
department and Harry J. Furber, Jr., a law- 


er. 
. All the details had been arranged when 
the matter came to the ears of Baron de 
Fleish, the Austrian consul. He decided to 
try to bring the affair to a termination. He 
acquainted Henri Merou, the French consul 
with the preparations being made for a 
combat by his attache, and the two cast 
about In their minds for a reasonable way 
out of the trouble. They decided finally to 
call on Heilmann’s second, Harry J. Fur- 
ber, and he in turn called a meeting of prin- 
icpals and seconds. This meeting took place. 
Hardly were the men seated when Furber 
announced that duelling in Illinois was a 
crime, and if the affair proceeded any furth- 
er he would notify the proper authorities. 
The principals were dumfounded at the 
unexpected turn of affairs, and protested 
vehemently and indignantly. Mr. Furber, 
however, was firm. He cited to them the 
law of the state, and finaily peace was 
agreed upon.

EXPLANATION OF THE MURDER 
OF D. B. DONEGAN. 


The Latter Was Traveling With Team 


Through Missouri and Killed by 
the Gartrells for $800 in 
His Possession and His 
Horses and Wagon. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 20.—Dr. J. L. 
Gartrell, 70 years old, today confessed to 
Chief of Police Hayes that he killed D. 
B. Donegan, a Colorado miner, whose body 
was found in Mulberry creek between Amo- 
ret and Nihart, Mo., yesterilay. The con- 
fession was in writing. 

W. P. Gartrell, the doctor's son, 
fessed to his knowledge of the crime 
to having helped dispose of the body. The 
men were arrested here last night after 
Dr. Gartrell had demanded the proceeds 
from a sale of Donegan’'s team and wagon, 
which had been sold by a local dealer. 

When arrested both men stoutly denied 
coinplicity in the murder. Finally this 
morning the younger Gartrell gave way un- 
der a severe ‘‘sweating’’ and confessed that 
his father had killed Donegan at their 
camp near Nihart on March 19. Then, he 
said, he had helped the old man place the 
body into Donegan’s wagon and after driv- 
ing a distance olf 2 miles dump it into 
the creex. 

Later, he said, they 
of the dead man’s outfit 
horse dealer: and came 
money.

TO STUDY COLONIAL AFFAIRS. 


Chief Austin Will Attend Importart 
Conference at The Hague. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—O. P. © Austin, 
chief of the bureau of statistics of the 
treasury at Washington, will sail for Eu- 
rope today on Important government busi- 
ness. His mission primarily is to collect 
at first hands statistics on the foreign com- 
merce of Greut Britain, Germany, France 
and other countries of the old world. and 
second, to attend the ‘annual congress of 
European colonial officers, to be held at 
The dague in June.

COL. MORRISON GETS PENSION. 


For the Second Time He Is Allowed 
the Sum of $8 a Month. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—A pension of $8 
a month has been granted former Congress- 
man William R. Morrison. He was awarded 
the pension under the act of Jan. 29, 188%, 
at the rate of $8 per month, commencing 
Sept. 14, 1887, the date on which he became 
6° years old. His back pay will amount to 
nearly $1400, which will be sent him at once. 

At this time it is interesting to recall the 
story that during a former administration 
of pension affairs Col. Morrison was grant- 
ed a pension under the same act as a vet- 
eran of the Mexican war. He had not ap- 
plied for the pension, and it is understood 
promptly returned it to the bureau without 
his compliments. His certificate is num- 
bered 9175. He served as a private in Capt. 
Miller's -company, Second [Illinois Volun- 
teers, Mexican war, from June 24, 1846, to 
June 18, 1847. when he was discharged at 
Comargo, Mexico. 

During the war of the rebellion he was 
enrolled Sept. 1, 1861, and mustered into ser- 
vice Dec. 29, 1851. as colonel of the Forty- 
ninth Illinois Infantry. He was honorably 
discharged therefrom Dec. 13, 1862, upon 
tender of his resignation, he having been 
elected a member of Congress.

VENO PELCHER THE VICTIM 


GREAT CONCUSSION AROUSED 
EAST SIDE NEIGHBORHOOD. 


Two Hundred Persons Were Attractei 
to the Scene by the Explosion, 
Caused by a Defective 
Skyrocket. 


A shed at Fireworks Station, four miles 
east of East St. Louis, blew up-at 1:30 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon and Veno Pelch- 
er, 17 years of age, was probably fatally 
iMjured.

STATE DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


Rapid Growth of These Interests in 
Missouri. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., April 30.—A report on 
the Missouri dairy industry has just’ been 
issued by the state board of agriculture. 


In Part the report says: 

“The last General Assembly recognized 
the importance of this industry when it 
provided by lew for the establishment of 
a chair of dairy husbandry in the college 
of agriculture and made an appropriation 
of $3000 to sustain it. The authorities of 
the college assure our people that this 
chair will be filled by an up-to-date, prac- 
tical dairyman, whose time, for the pres- 
ent at least, will be given entirely to field 
work. He will travel over the state, hold 
schools of instruction and give private in- 
formation where possible upon all the de- 
tails of the business, thus taking the dairy 
department of the college of agriculture to 
the very door of the farmer. The Forty- 
first General Assembly further provided, at 
a cost of $40,000, for building and equipping 
a dairy and livestock building on _ the 
grounds of the college of agriculture, where 
the very best equipments will be furnished 
and the most competent teachers obtaina- 
ble will be employed. 

“Will our farmers take advantage of this 
splendid opportunity to give their boys on 
the farm what the state offers free of 
cost? We do not think it necessary to ar- 
gue with the farmers the benefits to be 
derived from a special and technical train- 
ing. If, however, any of our readers doubt 
the value of this knowledge. we refer them 
to the results of our reports, which show 
that one pound of butter produced by up- 
to-date methods brings in the market an 
average of 23 cents per pound, while the av- 
erage butter carelessly handled will bring 
but 10 or 12 cents per pound. Most of this 
difference is frequently caused by the dif- 
ference in handling and marketing after it 
is made.”’ 

The report concludes with the following 
summary of Missouri crop reports for the 
entire year: 

Wheat condition, 9%; wheat likely to be 
plowed up, 1; oats, acreage compared with 
1900, 98; amount now sown, 24; meadows. 
condition, {%1; clover, condition, 88; apple 
buds alive, 92: peach buds alive, 86; small 
fruits, cQndition, 91; horses, condition com- 
pared with average, 98; cattle, number now 
on feed to be marketed before grass, com- 
pared with 1990, 77; cattle, number that will 
be fed on gras*,. compared with 1900, 91.

MUSIC FOR THE PARKS. 

In the quarterly statement of appropriations for municipal] 
expenses no amount has been set aside for the park con: 
certs. which have been held for many years that St 
Louisans have come to look upon them as a regular feature 
of the summer season. 

For these concerts a sum of $6000 is usually set aside in the 
appropriations. Bids are then invited, and for the two concerts 
per week in each park the cost has usually been something be- 
low. $6060. ‘ 

If the city can do no better, it would be advisable to provide 
for at least one concert per week in each park. This should be 
held on Sunday afternoon or evening, os more people can en- 
joy a concert on that day than on a week day. Perhaps the 
musicians who bid for these concerts may, under the circum- 
‘stances, agree to reduce their usual prices, and the service may 
be. obtained for, say, $2500. 

As the usual appropriations have heen made for park pur- 
hoses, and the cyclone ravages have been mostly repaired, the 
irk department may find it possible to include the, concerts, 
om the scale suggested, in its yearly budget. 
‘in some way provision should be made for Sunday concerts, 
least. The free open-air concerts have been enjoyed by all 
asses. They are an influence for good in the life of the city. 
To drop them would he a backward step.
